“In terms of the immediate situa- 
tion," he said, “if Congress had 
passed the proposal we sent up in 
1977, we would be significantly bet- 
ter off in terms of gasoline supplies 
this summer.” 

Meanwhile, a Senate Energy sub- 
committee yesteiday interrogated 
officials of big oil companies and 
the Department of Energy search- 
ing for the cause of the shortage. 


PARIS. May 22 (IHT) — De- 
scribing a grim international energy 
outlook, 20 Western energy minis- 
ters warned here today that indus- 
trial nations must act urgently to 
cut oi! imports in order to ward off 
a major disruption of their econo- 
mies. 

“The world energy situation will 
be light for the foreseeable future.” 
the ministers said in a commu- 
nique. Unless industrial countries 
react now, they said, “energy sup- 
plies will not be sufficient to sup- 
port even moderate economic 
growth" in the next decade. 

The energy ministers called for 
immediate ml conservation, contin- 
ued reliance on nuclear power and, 
in the longer run, big investments 
in coal to enable the industrial 
countries to rebalance the energy 
market and continue economic 
growth in the 1980s.

PARIS, May 22 (IHT) — Freud's question 
about women — “What do they want, 
anyway?”-— might equally apply to expatri- 
ates. 

Few understand the American who leaves 
the United Stales and comes to Europe to 
live. What is he looking few? What makes him 
tick? Often the expatriate himself doesn’t 
have the answer. 

“When 1 leave here,” said an American 
businessman in France, “Til lose my major 
topic of conversation." That major topic is 
why one fives abroad and why Ameri can s fed 
so confused and ambivalent about their lives 
here;

WASHINGTON, May 22 (NYT)

For a while it looked as though the leading 
liberals in Prime Minister Begin's Cabinet, 
Defense Minister Ezer Weizman and Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, would boycott the 
Palestinian autonomy talks Israel intends to 
open with Egypt Friday. That embarrass- 
ment was averted by some 11th hour bar- 
gaining that resulted in enough altering to 
keep the fragile Cabinet consensus intact, at 
least for a while. But confidence in the 
government's position has not exactly been 
enhanced. 

Camp David created a delicate set of inter- 
locked obligations. Israel was not only to 
withdraw from Sinai but to negotiate “full 
autonomy" for West Bank and Gaza Pales- 
tinians, while Egypt was to normalize rela- 
tions. Weizman and Dayan evidently feared 
that the autonomy position under prepara- 
tion either would not meet Israel's obligation 
to negotiate in good faith or would so embar- 
rass Anwar Sadat that he might go back on 
his obligation to normalize. As resolute as 
Sadat has been, that could yet happen. U is 
incredible that Begin, having won Egyptian 
consent to peace, could trifle with the prize. 
Begin has a way of suggesting that Israel can- 
not fairly be criticized for stinginess on au- 
tonomy as long as no Palestinians come to 
the table. This is disingenuous. Playing hard 

Sweet, Sweet, 

The saccharin problem is back. When the 
Food and Drug Administration tried to ban 
this popular but cancer-causing sweetener 
two years ago, public and industry protests 
forced Congress to impose a moratorium for 
further study. That grace period expires 
today, raising again the perplexing issue of 
how to regulate the substance. Is there no 
way to protect the public health and yet al- 
low millions of Americans to choose their 
own foods — and poisons? 

The issue is difficult because saccharin is 
neither very risky nor demonstrably benefi- 
cial. It presents, unquestionably, some health 
hazard. It is easy to deride the animal tests in 
which rats got cancer after being fed the 
equivalent of 800 bottles of diet soda a day. 
Bui those tests have been certified as valid by 
the National Academy of Sciences and other 
authoritative analysts. Saccharin caused 
bladder cancer in rats fed from an early age 
and even more cancers in rats whose mothers 
were exposed to it before conception. It al- 
most certainly causes cancer in humans as 
well. It is directly harmful, and also aggra- 
vates the cancer-causing effects of other 
chemicals. 

The risk, to be sure, is small — far less 
than that posed by tobacco or many chemi- 
cals found in the work place. But saccharin is 
consumed by astonishing and rapidly grow- 
ing numbers of people. About 50 to 70 mil- 
lion Americans ingest it with some regularity, 
mostly in soft drinks but also in many other 
beverages, foods, drugs and cosmetics. In 
such wide use, even a mild carcinogen could 
cause a thousand or more cancer deaths each 
year. 

Most worrisome of all is the amazingly 
high consumption by children under the age 
of 10. More than a third of them regularly 
ingest saccharin, according to a study com- 
missioned by the National Academy. Such 
exposure from early age is particularly dan- 
gerous because cancers typically take a long

In the cir- 
cumstances, perhaps the best one can hope 
for is that the Israeli debate od autonomy 
will continue, under the surface if not in pub- 
lic view.

time to develop. Women of child-bearing age 
are also heavy users, enhancing the likeli- 
hood that their babies will get cancer, dear- 
ly, there is a public health hazard. 

Yet there is, just as dearly, a large and 
vocal segment of the population that wants 
to keep the non-caloric sweetener in its diet 
as a substitute for sugar. These people 
believe, rightly or wrongly, that it hdps them 
in controlling weight and managing diseases 
like diabetes. The evidence for this faith is 
thin. Some studies suggest that saccharin 
may actually increase appetite and thus frus- 
trate efforts to shed pounds. Still many con- 
sider saccharin valuable. They argue that 
since the risk is small and the dangers are 
now well-publicized, they should remain free 
to use it. 

These considerations point to a reasonable 
choice among the policy options, which 
range from a total ban to no action at alL 
The most sensible approach, it seems to us, 
would be to reduce the indisc rimina te use of 
saccharin in manufactured products while 
still allowing informed consumers to use the 
sweetener. 

Just how that is best done needs further 
study. One possibility would be to treat diet 
soda, the main culprit, like beer, thus 
discouraging its use by children but leaving it 
available for adults. Another possibility 
would be to ban saccharin from soft drinks 
and prepared foods and to permit its sale 
only in separate packages; industrial ingenui- 
ty might then come up with mix-it-yoursdf 
products and additives that taste as good as 
today’s diet foods. 

There is no need for haste in Congress. 
Even if the Food and Drug Administration 
decided to ban saccharin products immedi- 
ately, it would take at least 15 months to 
complete the legal steps. That leaves ample 
time to find a way to have our sweetener con- 
demned — and eat it, too.

Subjection of Palestinians 

Palestinians are an identifiable people who 
have suffered great hardship and whose de- 
mand for a home of their own is just as valid 
as that of any other national group. It is not 
only “control over their own affairs” which 
they lack at present. They lack even control 
over the disposition of their own land and 
their own water supplies, both of which are 
sequestered for the use of brand-new Israeli 
settlers.

In a world gone insane, be appears 
a wise man, at least showing a fierce indi- 
vidualism. • 

' - David Bennett, the 13-year-old who im- 
personates the dwarf drummer of uncanny 
stare and pinched countenance, is an eerie 
rif that might have stepped from the pages 
of a Hoffmann tale. His is an unusual awl 
absorbing performance, not r dying solely 
on external peculiarities. 

It is strict in maintaining the role’s mon- 
strous elements and never plays for sympa- 
thy in drawing this sinister witness to histo- 
iy. Schlondroff is rimilaiiy uncompromis- 
ing, reproducing the picaresque original in 
surrealistic visions and with a gallows hu- 
mor that fit it neatly.

Werner Herzog’s “W’oyzeck” from West

Its staccato scenes are comparable to 
movie “takes,” but Herzog has failed to im- 
pose cinematic rhythm upon them. All he 
added is a bit of Grand Guignol gore to the 
episode m which Woyzcck stabs nis wife to 
death. Klaus Kinski as the pathetic soldier 
who is driven to madness and murder by 
inhuman abuse brings some intensity to the 
pedestrian adaptation, although in contrast 
to the text he appears ripe for retirement to 
the old soldiers’ home.

“Zulu Dawn” of Douglas Hickox, shot 
in South Africa, had its world premiere 
here outride the festival's frame.

Peter O'Toole as the 
pompous commander and Simon Wan! as 
a gentleman officer, is slur-studded, but the 
film’s accent is on imposing a spectacle 
that crowds the screen with brilliant 
visions.

Italy Firm Puts Dash of James Bond Into Anti-Kidnapping Cars 


By Jaime Mardis 

C UNEO, Italy (IHT) — Who be- 
sides Janies Bond would want 
to drive a car that can mdt bullets 
at point-blank range, extinguish 
firebombs and race off on punc- 
tured tires at 60 mph? 

In Italy,' where terrorism and 
kidnapping are as much a daily diet 
as the piano <6 Journo, the answer 
seems to be a lot of people — 
enough anyway to bring high sales 
figures and an international clien- 
tele to a family of body-repair ar- 
tisans in this alpine city near Turin. 

Fontauto, founded in 1966 by. 
Atillio Fontant, boasts that with 
180 employees it is the largest spe- 
cialty garage of its kind, and with a 
monthly production schedule of 85 
vehicles, easily the busiest. 

Its specialty is bullet-proofing, 
or. in the jargon of the.house, auto- 
motive security. “We meet indivi- 
dually with cadi customer to dis- 
cuss his particular needs,” said 
head salesman Roberto Savoini. 
“Then, if necessary, we give dem- 
onstrations with. different firearms 


so he may choose the thickness of 
the steeL* 

No car short of a baby Fiat 127 
is too small or modest for the secur- 
ity treatment. Although the firm 
holds exclusive rights for Rolls- 
Royce. the most plentiful sights 
around the. garage are low-profile 
Fiat sedans and Alpbettas. The 
shift to inconspicuoosness has a 
cause: It is estimated (hat in Italy 
last year there was a kidnapping 
every six days. ’ 

“Right now, kidnapping preven- 
tion is the primary concern of our 
clients.” And because many kid- 
nappings. like that of former Pre- 
mier AJdo Mora, occur in the dty 
and depend on meticulous timing , 
the prime defense also happens to 
be the simplest: Sit back and wait 
for hdp. 

“Generally, if the target can sur- 
vive the first few minutes in the 
safety of his own car. the danger 
passes,” Savoini said. Fontauto 
craftsmen make this possible with 
almost Machiavellian imagination. 

The car first is stripped of interi- 
or moldings and. refuted, with a 


stitched shell of “secret formula” 
steel alloy. The chassis reputedly 
will withstand a grenade blast. 
Windows and windshields are re- 
placed by layered glass 33-mi Mi me- 
ters thick capable of absorbing and 
actually melting a -357-caliber 
Magnum bullet fired from arm's 
length. 

Door panels conceal horizontal 
bolt locks and dual steel plates de- 
signed to “trap" bullets and elimi- 
nate ricochets. Dunlap compart- 
mentalized tires are used. To com- 
pensate for the added weight, from 
300 to 700 pounds, brakes and 
shocks are reinforced. 

After the basics come Fontauto’s 
gadgets — the outside intercom 
that allows passengers to communi- 
jcale in safety, the siren, and an 
anti-fire system composed of sprav 
valves in the motor, trunk and each 
wheel basin.

On Trade-Pact Legislation 

Congress Heeds EEC Warning 


By Clyde H. Farnsworth 

WASHINGTON, May 22 (NYT) — Influential 
c ongressmen, bowing to European demands, 
agreed yesterday that new VS. trade legislation 
should require domestic companies to show “mate- 
rid" inju ry before they can get relief through coun- 
tervailing duties against imports subsidized by for- 
eign governments. 

The derision was taken in (he final stages of bill- 
writing to implement the new international trade- 
liberalization pact worked out in five years of nego- 
tiations in Geneva. House and Senate negotiators 
were reconciling differences in versions of the legis- 
lation that will be formally submitted to Congress 
for a vote next month. 

The Common Market, in a formal protest last 
month, had warned that the trade agreement, to be 
supervised by the General Agreement on Tariffs 
ana Trade secretariat, might be Jeopardized if the 
word “materiai" was deleted. The issue of what 
lan g ua ge, should be inserted in the bill to hdp do- 
mestic companies get relief against unfair trade 
practices is central to passage of the legislation. 

The United States conceded the material-injury 
test in the Geneva negotiations. In return, foreign 
governments promised to limi t the practice of suo- 
Bdizing exports, which U.S. companies believe is 
the cause of much unfair trade. 


EEC representatives warned that if Washington 
reneged on its commitment in legislation imple- 
menting the accords, (be whole trade package 
could unraveL A material-injury test theoretically 
makes it more difficult for companies to argue for 
import relief. 

The House version of the legislation retained the 
word material but defined it in a restrictive sense as 
a “harm which is more than insignificant, inconse- 
quential immaterial or frivolous.” In yesterday’s 
drafting session, the word was defined as a harm 
that is “more than insig nificant, inconsequential 

immaterial or unimportant.” informants reported. 

Though it may sound like splitting hairs, the 
words have important legal meanings and will 
determine future judgments over applications for 
protection. 

The legislative drafting session of the Senate and 
House, which is continuing today, is highly unusual 
because neither house has yet passed a trade biH 
The versions bring reconciled are those of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee and the trade subcommit- 
tee of the House Ways and Means Committee. The 
two legislative units are working up only the rec- 
ommendations for what the administration’s trade 
trill should say. In practice, however, the adminis- 
tration bill cannot depart significantly from the 
House-Senate compromise without risking defeat.

— Although domestic demand for 
aluminum ingot is out strip p in g 
U.S. supplies, increasing amounts, 
are being exported. Many traders, 
producers and angry customers say 
the major reason for the resulting 
shortages is the Carter administra- 
tion's price guidelines. 

Currently, these guidelines hold 
the list price that major U.S. pro- 
ducers can charge for ingot to 
about 60 cents a pound But the 
guidelines do not apply to world 
market prices — a much more at- 
tractive 73 cents a pound. 

This difference, <*rplaing an alu- 
minum trader, makes “exporting 
cme way to get around the guide- 
fines." 

According to the U.S. Bureau of 
Minds, ingot exports soared 300 
percent in the first quarter from 
year-earlier levels to 125 milli on 
pounds and according to some 
Wall Street analysts, exports for all 
of 1979 will double last year's level 
of 253 million pounds. 

Although these exports are small 
compared with the estimated 265 
billion pounds of primary and sec- 
ondary aluminum UiL producers 
shipped to domestic customers last 
year, they are a source of increasing 
poncem among U.S. akimwuin 
consumers. 

The rise in exports, they say, is 
driving up ingot prices on the do- 
mestic resale market, which is not 
affected by the guidehces, and also 
exacerbate an already tight domes- 
tic-supply situation. 

Complains an official of one 
large Ohio-based aluminum extrud- 
er. which has been forced to cut 
production: “We will be getting 
hurt more as the year goes on." 

Among major ingot producers, 
the topic of exports is a sensitive 
one. Many acknowledge that they 
have raised their export list.price to 
take advantage of strong foreign

Only Alcan Aluminum Coip n 
the ITS. arm of Canada’s Alcan 
Aluminium, says flatly that it has 
not increased, ingot exports because 
it does not want .to risk losing do- 
mestic customers to take advantage 
of “short-term opportunistic devel- 
opments.” 

The attitude is altogether differ- 
ent among traders and middlemen, 
however. 

The sharp price differentials has 
meant a flurry of business for these 
companies as they vie to buy ingot 
at controlled prices and sell it at the 
Open- market leveL These days, for 
instance, it is common for ingot to 
rfiany hands 15 or 20 tim« before 
reaching the user. The opportunity 
for profit on those transactions 
makes almninim ingot “the hottest 
metal trading today,” says Michael 
Newman, a trader with Amalgam et 
Inc. 

To ahsmnmn-industiy analysts, 
this speculative trading is further 
evidence of the distorting impact 
government price guidelines are 
having on aluminum makers. The 
price rules, asserts Stewart Specter, 
vice president of Oppenheimer & 
Ox. “are inhibiting profitability for 
producers and hence investment 
(and) in turn, is creating a shortage 
at a time of high demand.”

Asarco Inc. raised lead prices six 
cents a pound to 54 cents a pound 
— the Inst increase since March 
when lead prices moved to 48 cents 
a pound, a level already 
federal price-guideline limits. 

Observers said ibe Council on 
Wage and Price Stability, which 
has been studying the lead and zinc 
price situation Tor months, may 
soon be forced to grant concessions 
to certain lead producers because 
of sharply rising prices overseas for 
the soft metaL 

Asarco said it posted the higher 
price because the prices on the 
London Metal Exchange “far ex- 
ceeded Asaroo’s lead selling price.” 
As a result, the company said it has 
“encountered problems obtaining 
enough lead concentrates to feed its 
smelters." 

Asarco says it qualifies to ruse 
the lead price under the federal 
guidelines because the metal ac- 
counts for only a small portion of 
its total production, and the com- 
pany already is “exempt because 
more than 75 percent of our prod- 
ucts are exempt from the price 
guidelines."

WASHINGTON. May 22 (UPI) 
— New orders for durable goods 
received by U.S. factories plunged 
8.7 percent during April, the largest 
drop in more than 1 1 years and a 
solid indication of an economic 
downturn. 

The huge decline in orders, re- 
ported by the Commerce Depart- 
ment. probably will intensify con- 
cern that the nation could be head- 
ed for a recession later this year. 

Economists pay close attention 
to durable goods orders because 
they involve most major industry 
groups that are basic producers, 
such as steel, automobiles and 
household appliances. 

The department said new orders 
totaled $77 billion last month — a 
drop of $73 billion, or 8.7 percent, 
from March. By comparison, or- 
ders rose 2.8 percent in March 
(revised from the decline of 23 per- 
cent reported a month ago), 1.6 
percent in February and 17 per- 
cent during January. 

The 8.7-percent plunge was the 
largest in any one month since an 
8.9-perceni slip during January, 
1 968. the department said. 

Although the size of the decline 
was unusually large, the direction 
was consistent with other economic 
indicators for April. Last week, the 
government said industrial produc- 
tion, housing construction, and fac- 
tory capacity declined during April. 
Personal income rose only slightly. 

The department said all major 
industry groups, with the exception 
of stone, day and glass products, 
contributed to last month's steep 
decline in orders. The nonelectrical 
machinery industry reported the 
largest drop — down 15.6 percent 
to $13.1 billion.

MONTREAL, May 22 (NYT) — The dream stopped at the Forum last 
night for the New York Rangers, as h has for so many other dubs. The 
Stanley Cup again was captured by the Montreal Canadians, this time in 
five games, by a 4-1 score. ■ 

They won t he ir fourth successive Stanley Cup by defeating the New 
Yorkers, (hose upstarts who had finishe d in third place only to tear 
through three playoff rounds and reach the finals for only the third time 
since 1940. 

But the. Rangers did not have the presence under pressure acquired 
from playing for the Cup. and that was a major reason tbe Canadiens 
won. 

Since tbe Rangers last won it in 1940, the Canadfcns have taken it 18 
times. Yet. this was special. For the Canadiens had not woo it at the 
Forum since 1968, taking six Stanley Cups after that on the road. So the 
crowd stood for the final half-minute, and dprens others crowded near the 
entrance to the rink, where the Cup would be hiddcn‘(becausc of supersti- 
tious players) until the dosing seconds. 

And when it appeared at game’s end, a gleaming, silvery symbol, the 
players mobbed Ken Dry den. their goalie who played only because the 
man who was supposed to replace him in Game 2, Michel (Bunny) 
Larocque, was conked on the head by a teammate's practice shot. 

Suddenly, they started throwing pieces of their equipment. like rases, to 
the adoring crowd. A glove flew. Applause. Then a stick, More screaming. 
Finally, a white helnn*. 

On the rink’s other end John Davidson, who had been battered almost 
twice as often as Dryden in this series, was surrounded by his teammates. 
They knew one of the reasons they had come this far was their big goalie, 
who played his best six weeks of hockey of a previously mediocre career. 

Perhaps if it had lasted another game Davidson might have received the 
Conn Smythe Trophy as the playoffs’ most valuable performer. Instead, It 
went to Bob Gainey, who also deserved it. The hard-working Canadien 
forward batters people with his dean checks and unnerves goalies with his 
cruises goalward. 

Only two months ago, Dryden admitted, be thought tbe Canadiens 
were done for, that they could not sustain the intensity for another ran at 
the Stanley Cup. “But it's all passe now,” he said in the locker room. 

He was a virtual spectator the final two periods when the crowd, and 
players, sensed victory. The ranarfieng stroked 22 shots at Davidson while 
Dryden was tested only 7 times. 

The New Yorkers rarely followed their battle plan: to ram the puck 
behind Dryden and then to pounce on it, or hit a defenseman and prevent 
him from malting one of those miraculous outlet passes that result in so 
many of the Canadien^ classic rushes. 

The Canadiens look command and rarefy returned it. In the first 7 
minutes they outshot the Rangers by 5-0. Midway through the opening 
session they got kicky when Ride Chartraws shot bounced off someone in

A federal appeals court upheld the 
National Hockey League's player 
reserve dause today and ruled that 
Dale McCourt is the property of 
the Los Angeles Kings. 

In a 2-1 vote, the Sixth U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals reversed the 
U.S. District Court of the Eastern 
District of Michigan. 

McCourt, the leading scorer for 
the Detroit Red Wings in 1977-78, 
had refused to play for Los Angeles 
after his contract was turned over 
by the Red Wings. McCourt re- 
mained with Detroit during the 
past season. 

The Kings won McCourt’s con- 
tract in arbitration after Rogatien 
Vachon, a Los Angeles goal tender 
who became a free agent, signed a 
contract with the Red Wings. 

The reserve clause entitled Los 
Angeles to compensation from De- 
troit for the loss of Vachon. But 
McCourt contended that the re- 
serve clause violated the Sherman 
Antitrust Act and sued the two 
dubs, the National Hockey League 
and the National Hockey League 
Players Association.
